LONDON, May 5—Both sides held 
firm today in the great British gen­ 
eral strike. 
The contending forces 
and the general pubHc as well settled 
down to what seemed might be a 
long hard war. 
Disorders in the form of sporadic 
rioting in many places 
throughout 
the Urited Kingdom marked the sec­ 
ond day of the great British general 
strike. 
At midday transportation was eas­ 
ier, especially in London, but%part 
from this there was little change in 
the tie up. 
There was some mob fighting, ap­ 
parently not carried in by strikers, in 
the rough section of London. Jitney 
drivers were attacked by rowdies in 
New Castle, Liverpool, Dundee, Not­ 
tingham, Glasgow, Leeds and Stoke- 
On-Trent, and in some of these places 
gangs clashed with policemen.

AUTOMOTIVE ASSOCIATIONS TAKES AWAY 
POLITICAL ASPECT ON ROAD$ 
While the survey of road conditions, proposed bond is­ 
sues, and maintenance costs of roads sponsored by the 
Alabama Automotive Association is underway, the state 
ut Alabama is pausing in the bond issue or non-bond issue 
light. Many citizens who have expressed themselves free 
ly many newspapers that have devoted columns of read­ 
ing matter to road disturbances are keeping in the back­ 
ground until the survey is finished. The survey removes 
the good roads program of the state from the political 
arena and tends to place the facte within the hands of 
the people for the first time. 
The Daily has been supporting the highway commission 
and the good roads bond issue for a number of fhonths, 
but the Daily is frank to say that much of the comment 
made in the past has been through personal observation 
and the observation of others, and not through the actual 
possessed facts in the case. This present survey will re 
move the issue from within the political ranks fo the 
greatest possible extent. Somebody is going to be right 
and somebody is going to be wrong.
